LEWIS, Ind.. Uorch 30 (IfW Mlll- 
tnry denioJJtJon tcama 'Icday blew 
up hundreds of live shells strewn 
on the streets and lawns of this 
villas e when on ammunition train 
exploded. 

By midday stote police estimated 
that 1,100 rounds of lOS and I5E- 
mllllmeter stiells remained to bo 
removed or detonated. ' 

DetnoIJtJon experls covered tho 
town and surround Ins countiyiilde 
In a Ey«t«matlc search for live shells 
hurled In all directions when three 
ammunition cars blew up. 

A spokesman at headquarters of 
the ninth naval district. Great 
Ijikes, HI., said the evidence Indi- 
cated the cars were derailed before 
the explaslons. 

Today's blasts were executed care- 
fully to do no domasB to already 
shattered dwelllnE.5, and all civilians 
were herded out of the demolition 
area. However, the town was not 
evacuated. 

The lawns and streets of this UtUe 
coal mining community were Ut- 
tered with' live shells and rockets 
Saturday night when three am- 
munition cars on the 107vcar Mil- 
waukee road freight train blew up 
with earth-shaUng force, InJurJnff 
eight persons.

Thlfl coimtt7 wot -unfortutiate m not hav- 
ing an expert top-lenl obtsrver on the 
Moscow sccno in tho crucial daya lmm«dlat«- 
I7 atter the death of Jouph StaUn.

Bohlen Is one ot the senulne profesatonaU 
on the subject of the Soviet union. On top 
of that ha is a career diplomat, not one pull- 
ed out of a ooIn-fUied campaign hat, In the 
old American custom. 

The long delay by the senate foreign re- 
lations committee in approving Bohlen was 
ostensibly due Co fesUngs among soma Re- 
publicans that he had been "too closely Iden- 
tiflfid" ; with the policies of tho former 
Democratic secretary of state, Dean Acheson. 

BohlsR had served «j as inteipretor for 
President Roosevelt at Yalta In 1646, and 
he was also preient at. the ^otstJam Big 
Three meeting later that yoar. 

But^Ohis argument was not the real -one, 
Blnce^'any career diplomat worth hla salt 
would be expected to' show loyalty to the 
regime In power, as Secretary of State Dulles 
pointed out. Furthermore, in his valuable 
service In Parts during the ' early days of, 
NATO in IflBl, Bohlen had been very close to 
President Elsenhower, then NATO com- 
mander. 

The real aore point was Bohlen'i failure to 
agree with the contention of some Republi- 
cans that Yalta and Potsdam were total

Poles, the Nationalist Chinese, and othergi 

In the ' end, however, most HepubllS&ns 
«upported the Prejidant and DuUes in their 
evident conviction that Bohlen's qualifica- 
tions for tlis Moscow post outweighed any 
possible handicaps from past associations or 
other factois. 

One thing Bohlen isstabllshed unmistak- 
ably In the senate hearings: hla basic hones- 
ty. Ho kiiew how easy It would have been

The nev. rranclt J. Corley SJ, of St. l<ouls told 
the National Catholic conference on family life in 
PtUladelphla that the federal government should pro- 
vide noflthly payments to large families lo case the 
financial burden of coring for children tn such 
famUlet. PuUlng the total cost In the United States 
at tl.TSO.OOO.DOO, he proposed a monthly check of 
tl3 for a family with three children, an additional 
glO for the fourth child and M additional for the 
filth and each succaedlng chlld. He pointed out that 
such payments are In force In U eounirles. 

There can bo no disagreement with the at, lauls 
churchman that much of the nation's liquor bill 
would be better spent on tho welfare of the country's 
children. To this end, 11 Is wholely desirable to raise 
the level of child health and wall arc throu|h bciicr 
health and welfare facilities. Is the last » yean 
these facilities have been greatly lncraas*d and . the 
income of families has also been raised.

March 30 — The 
need for addlUonal sUte highway 
police personnel and equipment U 
emphaslied by the fact that >r- 
jtsU and warnings of drivers break- 
ing tralflc laws are averaging only 
one for ercry 118 ajllcs traveled by 
patrol cars In rural areas, the Asso- 
dstlon of Casualty and Surlty Com- 
psnlu disclosed t^ay. 

Tie International Aasoclatloa at 
Cblcts of Police, It was pointed out, 
tiUmhUi that if the rural hlgh- 
vsys were adequately patrolled, 
"traffic contacta" would average 
one tor at least every 40 miles 
patrolled. A 'traffic contact" means 
either an arrest or a warning Ipr 
a tralllc law violation. Only 10 
states have met thla stuxfard. 

"This Is a pitiful performance,'' , 
dcclsres Thomas N. Boate, accident 
prevention department manager of 
ihe Association ot Casualty and Sur- 
ely Componlta. "when It Is remem- 
bered (hat highway aatety is de- 
pendent llrat on sound law enforce- 
menL It means that nearly three out 
ol every four traffic Jaw violators 
eicspe detection on rural blihwnys 
because there are Insufficient police 
to do an adequate Job. 

The lACP standard does not 
mean that a motorist must t>a ar- 
rMted or warned every 40 miles. The

"Ilast }-ear traffic fatoJlUca In ur. 
ban areu declined, about eight per 
cent," said Boate, "but in rural 
areas the iaU was Increased by well 
over 1,000 deaths tjecause.so many 
ipeeders and other law violators 
rJde the highways undetected. These 
rural traffic deaths iQore than off- 
set the lower fatality toll In the 
cities, with the result that the na- 
tion's lalallUes Increased two per 
cent' Had these law violators In 
rural areas twen detected oitener, 
the 1DS3 accident toll might have 
been reduced. 

"The nation can make a real start 
toward dealing more, effectively 
with the llfe-ond-death problem of 
reducing Its titgh traffic toll when 
many states at lessC double or triple 
thelr-plUtully-low-average-rate»-(or- 
apprehending lay violators on the 
rmaJ highways. It is In the opch 
country that the speeders and other 
habitual' traffic law offenders who 
eventually wind up In serious acci- 
dents' are causing up to 33,000 traf- 
fic deaths and Injuries from coo,000 
600.000 persons every year. 
'As soon as rural highway police 
forces In moat states are able to 
warn more motorists and make 
oiTcsta for (raffle vfoIaUons, 
there Is better hope for a real re- 
duction In tbo accident toll In rural 
areas."
